INTRODUCTION 

The Minister for Defence of Australia, the Minister of National Defence of Canada, the 
Minister of Defence of Finland, the Minister of Defence of the French Republic, the Minister 
of Defence of the Republic of Italy, the Minister of Defence of the Kingdom of the 
Netherlands, the Minister of Defence of the Kingdom of Norway, the Minister of Defence of 
the Kingdom of Spain, the Defence Material Administration Authorized by the Government of 
the Kingdom of Sweden, the Secretary of State for Defence of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, and the Secretary of Defense of the United States of America 
(hereinafter referred to as the "Participants"), having noted the request of the Federal 
Ministry of Defence of the Federal Republic of Germany (hereinafter referred to as M the new 
Participant") to participate in the MSIAC Project, and having determined that the accession 
of the new Participant is in accordance with the provisions of Section XIII of the MSIAC 
Memorandum of Understanding (MOU), which became effective on 25th January 1991, have 
consented to the accession of the new Participant. 



SECTION I 

In consequence, the following change is to be made to the MSIAC MOU: 

•THE FEDERAL MINISTRY JDF DEFENCE OF THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF 
GERMANY* is to be included after France on the cover page and in the Preamble. 

In accordance with paragraph 4.6 and Annex B of the MSIAC MOU, the new Participant will 
contribute two shares to the total Shared Costs of the MSIAC Project. For each budget year, 
one Share is defined as the total annual cost of the MSIAC Project divided by the number of 
Shares of all MSIAC MOU signatories. 

All other provisions remain unchanged.
